A. Steve Nance, president of 
the Georgia Federation of Labor, 
and Miss Allie Mann, head of the 
school teachers’ union, were un- 
seated as delegates to the Atlan- 
ta Federation of Trades last night 
at a turbulent session during 
which J. A. (Gus) Harper, presi- 
dent of the Federation of Trades, 
resigned his office. 

Voting almost solidly to con- 
form with instructions from 
George Googe, southern represent- 
ative of the American Federation 
of Labor, delegates to the Federa- 
tion of Trades cleared house of 


officials connected with “dual or- 


ganizations.” 
“Dual Organization.” 

The “dual organization” refer- 
red to is the Georgia Federation 
of Labor faction headed by Nance, 
and in which Miss Mann is a vice 
president. 

Harper, president of the trades 
federation for two years, resign- 
ed suddenly when the trades mem- 
bership voted to follow Googe’s 
instructions without further ado. 
His resignation was followed im- 
mediately by that of Eugene San- 
ders, vice president of the school 
union, who with Miss 
Mann was a delegate to the At- 
lanta Federation of Trades. 

Googe said, “If those officials 
holding offices in dual organiza- 
tions sever their relations with the 
dual organizations they will be 
eligible to be received as dele- 
gates to the Atlanta federation 
again.” 

Interpretation Hit. 

Harper clashed with the federa- 
tion and Googe over his inter- 
pretation of the constitution of the 
Federation of Labor. 

He said he received a letter 
from Googe instructing the Atlan- 


gate who was _ connected with 
“dual organizations,” but that the 
constitution declared the federa- 
tion “must recognize any delegate 
sent to it from any union and be- 
fore the delegate can be unseated, 
he must be accused by three mem- 
bers and tried on the charges.” 

Harper himself was a delegate 
to the trades federation from the 
Elevator Constructors’ Union, of 
which he is an international rep- 
resentative also. 

Successor Action. 

Action on selecting a successor 
to Harper was postponed last 
night until the next meeting of

TOKYO, July 15.—(Thurs- 
day)—(#)—Japanese dispatches 
from China said today leaders 
of the Chinese Communist 
army had offered to join with 
their long-time foe, Chinese 
Premier Chiang Kai-Shek, to 
fight the Japanese. 

The Communist force, 60,000 
strong, was said to be in Shensi 
province, the eastern border of 
which is some 200 miles west of 
the scene of the present Sino- 
Japanese hostilities.

Agency said today 700 Japanese 
troops clashed last night with the 
Chinese garrison at Laofa, 30 
miles northwest of Tientsin, after 
a day of comparative quiet.

STUNS ARKANSANS 


Governor Declines . Suc-

ing Tribute to Senator. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., July 14. 
(P)—Joseph Taylor Robinson’s 
sudden death today stunned and 
saddened his native Arkansas 
which made him an idol to domi- 
nate the state’s public affairs 
through sheer power of prestige. 

More than two score years in the 
political arena established him as 
a sort of institution—a revered 
tradition—to those who folowed 
the literally meteoritic rise of a 
small-town boy who had not only 
made good but became great—a 
leader of “the party,” a confidante 
of presidents, a guest of crowned 
heads. 

Governor Carl E. Bailey voiced 
the sorrow of the state in the pass- 
ing of its senior senator: 

“Like a gallant soldier on the 
field of battle, he covered himself 
with glory, reflected credit upon 
the people of the state who hon- 
ored him, and died as I am sure 
he preferred to die—in the midst 
of the exactions which the prop- 
erly-placed responsibilities of his 
office placed upon him. 

“If each individual whom he 
‘served passes only one word of 
tribute, those tributes will consti- 
tute a library. 

Tragic Loss to Nation.

The leadership post is one of 
power and honor. Its occupant 
speaks for the White House in the 
senate; he holds party policies; 
combats legislation distasteful to 
the administration and guides its 
measures through the upper 
house. His authority in the cham- 
ber is second to the Vice Presi- 
dent, who is presiding officer. 


Early next week, 76 Democrats | 


in the senate will go into caucus 
|to select Robinson’s successor. On 
their selection will rest the fate of 
legislation such as the supreme 
court reorganization bill, the gov- 
ernment reorganization bill, the 
wages-and-hours measure already 
brought forward by President 
Roosevelt, and future reform leg- 
islation which may be offered. 
Three-Cornered Fight. 

A three-cornered fight for the 
leadership began weeks ago when 
Robinson’s name was brought 
forward as a successor to Su- 
preme Court Justice Willis Van 
Devanter, retired. The candidates 
mentioned in connection with the 


post are Senator Alben Barkley, 
Democrat, Kentucky, now assist- 
ant majority leader; Senator 
James F. Byrnes, Democrat, South 
Carolina, and Senator Pat Harri- 
son, Democrat, Mississippi, chair- 
man of the potent finance com- 
mittee. 

The fight over the supreme 
court bill, which has shattered the 
solidarity of senate Democrats, 
will play an important part in the 
choice of the new senate leader 
but may not prove the deciding 
factor. Foes of the court measure, 
including Senator Burton 
Wheeler, Democrat, Montana, 
have indicated that they will not 
support any senator for the lead- 
ership who is backing the judi- 
ciary reorganization bill. 

Court Bill an Issue. 

But ti.ese Democrats cannot 
count on a majority of their party 
in the senate and it is doubtful 
that they could swing the votes of 
all Democrats opposed to the court 
bill on another issue in which Mr. 
Roosevelt is interested and he is 
certain to be concerned about the 
type of man named to succeed 
Robinson. 

Although -the chief executive 
publicly has not indicated a pref- 
erence among the leadership can- 
didates, his first choice probably 
would be Barkley. The Kentuck- 
ian has a perfect record on all 
New Deal legislation. He was the 
keynoter at the 1933 Democratic 
national convention at Philadel- 
phia, has served as a White House 
adviser on many legislative acts, 
and has been in the front line 
trenches battling loyally for the 
court reorganization bill. He

Stunned with the grief of a 
personal loss, his associates could 
give little thought to the future, 


but they foresaw difficulties piled 
upon difficulties through the loss 
of his energetic, driving leadership. 

The battle over the Roosevelt 
court reorganization bill and the 
already arising struggle over the 
reorganization of the executive 
branches of the government were 
vitally affected. For every ad- 
ministration proposal, Robinson 
was a tower of strength. 

Court Bill “Armistice.” 

Some senators quickly predicted 
that the court bill would be abane- 
doned but Senator Pittman, Demo- 
crat, Nevada, declared after a vise 
it to the White House: 

“T can see no change in the*court 
situation except that we have an 
armistice, which will last probably 
until next week.” 

There were indications that the 
deep and ugly breach in the Dem- 
ocratic party, caused by the court 
measure, might find expression in 
a bitter battle for Robinson’s suce 
cessor, With conservative and lib- 
eral elements fighting for the 
prize. 

Nevertheless, the most mention- 
ed possibilities for the post he left 
were Senators Barkley, of Ken- 
tucky; Byrnes, of South Carolina, 
and Harrison, of Mississippi, all - 
adherents of Robinson and of the 
President. 

Barkley to the Fore. 

Inasmuch as Barkley was Robin< 
son's assistant leader, Semator Pitt- 
man predicted the Kentucky man 
probably would carry on the dead 
chieftain’s duties until next session © 
of congress, when the formal se- 
lection of a new leader would be 
made. 

Robinson’s death left the field 
clear for aspirants for appointment 
to the supreme court vacancy occa- 
sioned by the resignation of Justice 
Van Devanter. It was common talk 
in Washington that President 
Roosevelt had intended to give the 
post to Robinson.

Hot Weather Provides Cotton With Needed Spur to Ma- 
turity, But Leaves Corn in Need of Rain; Prospects 
Are for High Quality. 


ATHENS, Ga., July 14.—(P)— | 


Drastic reductions under last 
year’s yields for Georgia’s peach 
and tobacco crops were indicated 
today in the , Georgia Crop Re- 
porting Service bulletin. 

The service said reports at hand 
indicated 55 per cent reduction in 
peach yield and 26 per cent de- 
crease in tobacco. 


Valdosta crop observers said the 
heat benefited cotton, but the corn 
crop needed rain. 

Temperatures reached the 103- 
degree mark at Washington yes- 
terday, while Brunswick swelter- 
ed under a 96-degree sun, equal- 
ing the season’s high. Augusta 
and Columbus both experienced 
97 degree weather, and thermo- 
meters at Savannah reached 96.9 
degrees, the highest mark this 
year. 

Condition Favorable. 

A “favorable” general farm sit- 
uation was reported.

$30,000 ALLOTTED .. 
FOR CHILD WELFARE 


Commissioners Place County 
Board Division on Three- 
Month Budget. 


The children’s division of the 
Fulton County Board of Public 
Welfare was put on a three-month 
budget yesterday with a $30,000 
allotment from the board of coun- 
ty. commissioners. 

Meeting in joint session with 
the county commissioners, mem- 
bers of the welfare board re- 
quested that the county contribute 
a definite amount for the chil- 
dren’s division instead of continu- 
ing to bear the expenses on an 
actual monthly cost basis. 

The welfare board requested a 
six-month budget of $30,000. It 
was brought out, however,. that 
rhore than $34,000 has been spent 
during the firs€ six months of the 
year for children’s division activi- 
ties. The board consequently set 


the period of operation to three 
months. 

The change will permit previous 
dnvestigation of child relief cases 
and will avoid giving unfortunate 
children an unjustified juvenile 
court record and will remove con- 
gestion in Judge Garland Watkins’ 
court, John K. Ottley Jr., of the 
welfare board, said. 

In answer to charges that per- 
sons are being “imported” from 
other states and given relief jobs, 
Commissioner George Longino 
pointed out that out of 49 em- 
ployed in June, 33 have been life 
residents of Georgia, 24 of those 
living in Fulton county. 

Eleven, he said, had 10 or more 
years’ residence in -the state, two 
had from five to ten years, and 
three had more than three years’ 
residence in Fulton county.

Captain John S. Madden Dies Here; 
Penitentiary Guard Was Noted Poet 


Cerebral Hemorrhage Fatal 
to Veteran of Spanish- 
American, World Wars. 


By HAMILTON DOUGLAS.. 

Captain John S. Madden, poetry- 
writing lieutenant of guards at the 
United States penitentiary and vet- 
eran of the Spanish-American and 
World wars, died suddenly yester- 
day morning at his home at 1440 
Park avenue, S. E., of a cerebral 
hemorrhage. 

Captain Madden received his ti- 
tle in the World War after seeing 
distinguished service in that con- 
flict, in the Spanish-American 
War, and in the Philippine Islands. 
Retiring from active service after 
the Spanish-American War, he be- 
came connected with the United 
States penitentiary service, where 
he was known for his loyal service 
and his fairness to prisoners. He 
remained in this work, except for 
two years’ overseas service in 1917 
and 1918, until six months before 
his death. 

Wrote Many Poems. 

Using his almost universal ex- 
perience in warfare and prison 
psychology as a_ stepping stone, 
Captain Madden employed his off- 
duty hours in the writing of more 
than 500 poems. of such excellent 
quality that he became known as 
one of Georgia’s pre-eminent 
poets. 

Readers of The Constiution will 
remember. the many exquisite 
poems which have appeared on the 
editorial pages for many years 
past under his name. His poetry, 
much of which is to be republished 
in book form in August, inspired 
more readers’ comment than any 
other similar work carried in The 
Constitution. 

“Good Words.” 

The poet-guard acquired another 
literary following by reason of his 
contributions to the prison pam- 
phlet, “Good Words,” which was 
distributed among the federal 
prisoners and found its way into 
the homes of most of the prison- 
ers’ families. 

Captain Madden once said that 
the letters he received expressing 
appreciation of his work from 
members of prisoners’ families 
were “perhaps the greatest satis- 
faction I received from my liter- 
ary endeavors.” 

“Little Box of Pine.” 

Here is a part of one of his 
poems, entitled “A Little Box of 
Pine”: 


There’s a little box of pine 
Going back to Caroline 
And in it is a youth unknown 
to fame; 
There’s no one here to weep 
O’er his last long, quiet sleep, 
For he only had a number, not 
a name. 


By an old ramshackled gate 
A gray-haired mother waits 
Where the roses and the honey- 
suckle twine, 
And her loving heart will break 
With a ceaseless, gnawing ache 
When they bring her back that 
little box of pine. 


And a little mountain girl 
With her wind-tossed, 
curls 
Will no longer count the days 
til his return; 
For her dreams are all in vain 
And her tears fall like the rain—

Captain Madden’s book of 
poems, called “Poems of Life, 
will be published in August. His 
death will not delay or interefere 
with the reproduction of the work 
to which he gave his most serious 
and earnest thought. 

The Captain was known 
throughout the underworld as a 
man who would “go to bat” for 
the men that he guarded if he 
thought they were in the right. He 
was said never to have been afraid 
to meet any prisoner under him 
either in their cell block or on the 
street after their release. 

One popular story concerning 
Captain Madden’s fairness to 
prisoners deals with a convict 
who was brought to him charged 
with stealing a pie from the prison 
bakeshop. When the captain 
learned that the stolen pie was 
one of several extra pastries baked 
for officials, he declined to punish 
the thief, and warned the baker 
that no extra pies should be made 
unless there should be one for 


‘every prisoner in the place. 


Praised by Warden. 

Warden F. B. Zerbst. of the fed- 
eral penitentiary said yesterday 
when he learned of Captain Mad- 
den’s death that he was one of the 
finest men who ever entered the 
employ of the prison. 

“I cannot speak too highly of 
him, both as an official and as a 
friend,” Zerbst said.

Appeals Court Rules Pact 
Ending Strike Allows Fir- 
ing for Reasons. 


The Georgia court of appeals 
ruled yesterday an employer who 
enters an agreement with em- 
ployes to terminate a strike by re- 
engaging all workers’ without 
prejudice is not prohibited from 


dismissing an employe for some 
other reason than his connection 
with a strike. ° 

The court issued a joint decision 
in the separate suits of Dean 
Smith and E. F. Sloan against the 
Chicopee Manufacturing Com- 
pany, of near Gainesville. 

Sue for Salaries. 

Smith and Sloan sued for $513 
and $324 respectively, the amounts 
they said they would have earned 
for regular employment under 
their interpretation of a strike 
agreement signed August 27, 1935. 

This agreement, Smith set forth 
in his petition, called for the strike 
to be ended and for all employes 
to be re-engaged for a period of 
eight months, during the latter six 
months of which the company and 
employes were to experiment with 
the “point system” of pay. 

The agreement further called 
for no employe to be dismissed 
because of his connection or par- 
ticipation in the strike. 
| On October 20, 1935, Smith con- 
tended, the mill was closed and 
‘when it was reopened on Decem- 
,ber 16 he was refused employ- 
ment. 

In demurrers to the petition 
argued in Atlanta municipal court 
the company contended neither 
Smith nor Sloan alleged their dis- 
missal was due to connection with 
the strike. 

Demurrers Upheld. 

The lower courts sustained the 
gaemurrers and dismissed the peti- 
tions, the court of appeals. con- 
curring in a ruling in which they 
held: 

“The provisions that no em- 
ploye will be discharged because 


lof the strike or his participation 


therein ... contemplates a right 
in the employer to discharge any 
employe at any time subject only 
to the restriction, if binding, that 
such discharge shall not be on ac- 
count of the strike or the em- 
ployes’ participation therein.” 

The suit was brought in Atlanta 
because the mill was incorporated 
in Fulton county.

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A NATIONAL LOSS 
i The death of Senator Joseph T. Robinson 
_of Arkansas, Democratic leader in the United 
States senate, removes from the national scene 
@ man whose integrity and ability lifted him 
from youthful poverty to dominant place in his 
party. 

Senator Robinson rose to a position of pow- 
er in the nation at a time which has proved the 
most critical in its history in periods of peace. 
He became the senate leader of his party when 
the Democrats had the, largest majority ever 
given by the voters of America. He directed the 
course of legislation that marked the most 
drastic change in American methods since the 
founding of the republic. He reflected, in the 
upper house of congress, the ideas of the ad- 
ministration and he was chiefly instrumental 
in bringing to pass the framework of the New 
Deal. 

Senator Robinson believed with all his heart 
in the American system of government by par- 
ty and often expressed his conviction that it is 
the most effective and workable means for 
government by the people. In this stand he 
was in agreement: with many Democratic stal- 

warts of the present and past. 

| As a party man he was inflexible in his sup- 
port of those measures advocated by the Dem- 
ocratic administration and the caucuses of the 
party. Undoubtedly, at times, this led him to 
support measures which, individually, he did 
not approve. He put party solidity above per- 
sonal convictions, personifying in all his ca- 
reer the beau ideal of party loyalty. 

Placed in a position of unprecedented legis- 
lative power, leader of a majority in the senate 
that made the minority group utterly inconse- 
quential, he yet exercised that power in such a 
way as to win the complete respect and fre- 
quent commendation of Republicans and In- 
dependent Democrats alike. 

He was a man of unusual personal force and 
charm. Though he would fight for the cause 
he championed in his official position with ev- 
ery means available, in private life he was the 
friend of every one, public opponent or public 
supporter alike. 

In his own state of Arkansas he was a state 
institution. In the rural areas when he ap- 
peared to speak, farm women lifted their ba- 
bies high in the air so they might say in after 
life, they “had seen Joe Rebinson.” He was re- 
puted to know, by their first names, more Ar- 
kansans than any other man who ever lived. 
Every man, woman and child in Arkansas knew 
they could appeal to him at all times with the 
certainty of sympathy and, if possible, aid. 

He was the wheelhorse of the Democratic 
party in one of the most crucial periods in the 
nation’s history. He was a striking example of 
the American leaders who rise to the heights in 
time of need from the ranks of citizenship. 

The nation, the Democratic administration 
and the Democratic rarty have suffered severe 
loss in the death of Joe Robinson. 


THE PRESIDENT IS RIGHT 


President Roosevelt, in vetoing the house 
resolution to lower interest rates on, federal 
land bank loans and land bank commissioner 
loans to farmers, a veto which was later over- 
ridden by the house, displayed a courage and 
wisfom that will be approved by the majority 
of voters. 

The measure now goes to the senate, which 
must join the house in voting down the presi- 
dential veto if it is to become law. Under pres- 
ent conditions in the upper.chamber the issue 
must face delay. It will be hoped, if and when 
it comes up for senate action, that the Presi- 
dent will be upheld and his veto sustained. 


In his message explaining the veto, the 
President re-emphasizes that he is definitely 
seeking to balance the national budget for the 
fiscal year of 1938, which began on July 1 last. 
He points out that reduction in these interest 
rates would amount to nothing nore nor less 
than an additional draft upon the federal treas- 
ury in excess of $30,000,000, a step totally in- 
corisistent with his new policy of economy and 
retrenchment. 

It would, in other words, simply involve the 
taking of that sum out of the treasury—out 
of the pockets of the taxpayers as a whole— 
and presentation of the money, as free gift, to 
the land bank borrowers. 

That such a gift, even if proper, is unnec- 
essary the President shows by reference to the 
improved financial circumstances of agriculture 
in the United States. He says: 


The ability of farmers to pay interest at the 
rates provided for in their mortgages with the 
Federal Land Banks has been very substantially 
improved, due to an increase of more than 100 
per cent in the level of farm prices since the 
emergency period of 1932-33. In December, 1936, 
the index of farm prices as reported by the De- 
partment of Agriculture stood at 126, as com- 
pared with 55 for the month of March, 1933, and 
an average of 100 for the pre-war period, August, 
1909, to July, 1914. 


He points out fdrther that the gross farm 
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income, estimated by the Department of Agri- 
culture, rose from $5,337,000,000 in 1932 to 
$9,530,000,000 in 1936. 

Farmers who have made these federal land 
bank loans have already enjoyed an interest 
rate far lower than any ever offered, either by 
private business or by government, for similar 
loans in the past. They have already effected 
great savings by refinancing of their proper- 
ties under the low rates charged by the land 
banks and, as President Roosevelt points out, 
there is no longer any logical reason to make 
a further gift to them at the expense of tax- 
payers generally. 

The federal land bank loans were made as 
an emergency measure to save farms threat- 
ened with mortgage foreclosure, with the con- 
sequent added burden of distress in depression 
days. Just as the Home Owners’ Loan Cor- 
poration did for urban homeowners, the fed- 
eral land banks proved the salvation of large 
numbers of distressed rural homeowners. It 
would be unfair to extend to one group the 
proposed reduction in interest rates without 
extending it to the other, thus involving a fur- 
ther heavy drain upon the federal treasury. 

The President reminds congress that most 
land bank commissioner loans are secured by 
second, mortgages and that this factor should 
be considered before reducing the interest rate 
below its present figure of 5 per cent 

These loans are financed by bonds of the 
corporation guaranteed by the United States, 
both as to payment of principal and interest, 
while the United States is the sole owner of 
the Federal Farm Mortgage Corporation’s stock, 
the machinery which provides financing for the 
loans. . 

“Any reduction in the interest rate on com- 
missioner loans,” the President points out, “will 
place the Federal Farm Mortgage Corporation 
in such a position there is a definite possi- 
bility that it may not be able to meet its ob- 
ligations from its own income.” 

Which again would mean dipping into the 
treasury to make up the deficit. 

The importance of balancing the national 
budget, fully realized by the President, tran- 
scends any argument which would seek to jus- 
tify this spending of government money in the 
nature of free gifts to those who have already 
enjoyed exceptional benefits from the govern- 
ment. 


THE GOVERNOR COMES HOME 


The return of Governor Rivers to Georgia 
will be welcomed by every citizen of the state. 
Sympathy for his illness has flowed from every 
corner of Georgia to his hospital room in Los 
Angeles and his steady progress toward recov- 
ery has been the brightest spot in the daily 
news. 


Much of the Gowernor’s physical trouble is 
directly attributable to the excessive work he 
has undertaken since his inauguration. He re- 
fused to spare himself, meeting every demand 
on his time and energy when he felt he could 
serve the cause of improved conditions in 
Georgia. 

He is still not fully recovered from the ill- 
ness which forced him to the hospital during 
his visit to California, a vacation taken with 
the expectation it would hasten his recovery 
from a recent operation. 


Now that he has returned he must be given 
every opportunity to regain his full strength. 
He has never ceased, even from his sick bed, 
to lead the program of service which is now 
being inaugurated in fulfillment of his cam- 
paign platform. 


However, no Georgian must add to his load 
of work or responsibility, unnecessarily, during 
his period of convalescence. Elementary kind- 
ness and humane consideration dictate that he 
must be burdened no more than can be avoid- 
ed. Visitors must wait until after his full re- 
covery and only pressing affairs of state should 
be laid before him. 


Governor Rivers is too important to Georgia 
in this time of transition to permit continu- 
ance of the overheavy burden he attempted to 


carry during the opening months of his ad- 
ministration.

DIVIDED LANES FOR SAFETY 
(From the Philadelphia Inquirer.) 

Roads that physically separate opposing flows 
of traffic and that avoid crossings at grades 
wherever warranted are obviously preferable 
from the standpoint of both safety and traffic 
movement to other types of highways. Motorists 
fortunate enough to have the use of such roads 
are quick to praise them; the physical barrier of 
a perk plot or-other structure between the two- 
way lanes is'an important safety factor. 

In Germany, for instance, 5,000 miles of Auto- 
bahnen super roads, with opposing lanes separated 
by a parkway, are being built. Cities are skirted 
by these express routes, and upon them, it is 
said, motorists can make faster sustained time in 
long-distance travel than in any other country. 

France has four major highways similar to 
the autobahnen projecting out of Paris on the 
north, south, east and west. Italy has eight super 
highways, one of them, between Milan and Turin, 
extending a distance of 78 miles. A long road 
exclusively for use of trucks is also under way. 
Roads with divided lines are featured in the 
Netherlands also, with the local fillip of mar- 
ginal spaces reserved for bicycles. 

The United States, which has the greatest sin- 
gle concentration of, road building in the world, 
has numerous examples of the divided-lane high- 
way in operation, but it would be .n the inter- 
ests of highway safety, as well as the develop- 
ment of road building along the most modern 
lines, to concentrate more fully in coming high- 
way programs upon this type of road.

Turmoil upon a Woe ge in- 
definite ifs—all revolving about 
the fate of the tortured court re- 
organization plan—there may be 
considered, in the snarling tur- 
moil of a hot, bothered and thor- 
oughly disorganized congress, a 
new white rabbit as big as an 
elephant.

The idea is to keep farm prices 
from ever getting either too high 
or too low. Bumper crops and 
great abundance make low prices. 
Therefore, whenever the crop is 
big and there is a surplus of 
wheat, corn, cotton, etc., the gov- 
ernment is to finance the storage 
of it to “keep it off the market.” 
This will prevent prices from do- 
ing a nose-dive. The government 
will lend the farmers so and so 
many cents a bushel on the se- 
curity of their stored crops—the 
greater the crop, the more the 
government will lend and pre- 
sumably, the less farmers will sell 
on a falling price. This will re- 
strict the supply to the market and 
so sustain prices. 

When crops are small, a short- 
age is threatened and prices be- 
gin to soar, the government will 
lend less or even no money on 
stored crops. This will force the 
farmer to sell and so prevent the 
price on a shortage market from 
sailing through the ceiling.

Out of the clash of opposing opinion come progress and truth. 


This is the law of shames: 


and it applies in business as well 
as in debate. To recognize com- 
petition as life’s law is to civilize, 
umpire and safeguard its opera- 
tion, make it a productive rather 
than a destructive thing. At Char- 
lottesville this Thursday evening, 
over a nation-wide broadcast, the 
Institute of Public Affairs offers 
a debate between James A. Emery, 
of the National Association of 
Manufacturers, and Senator Hugo 
Black. The subject is “Should 
There Be Federal Control of Wages 
and Hours?” with Senator Black 
affirming. What interests us 
about the debate is the part this 
philosophy of umpired competi- 
tion is sure to play. Leaving out 
the old-fashioned and discredited 
laissez faire folks who want busi- 
ness competition in America left 
free to make a mess or a monop- 
oly of itself, the great issue’ today 
is between those who would have 
the government confine its inter- 
ference td an umpiring of compe- 
tition and those who would have 
competition eliminated in favor of 
a planned economy which the gov- 
ernment would administer ad in- 
finitum.

Strange to say, this issue be- 
tween planned economy and um- 
pired competition is an intra-New 
Deal one. The administration has 
never yet indicated whether the 
interferences it has undertaken are 
directed towards the one philos- 
ophy or the opposing one. How 
does Senator Black, who is con- 
sidered: an especially new dealing 
New Dealer, stand? Is his wage- 
hour bill an expression of the ad- 
ministration’s determination to 
string along permanently now 
with the planned-economy peo- 
ple?

Suspecting him of the planned 
economy philosophy and opposing 
it ourself, we asked him a few 
months ago if he believed any 
men intelligent enough to fix fair- 
ly to all parties concerned the 
price of a single pair of shoes.

He said he believed 
that the only satisfactory determi- 
nant for either prices or wages 
was competition and supply-and- 
demand.

He im- 
plied that his long support of leg- 
islation for shorter hours was 
merely an attempt to adjust labor 
supply to labor demand sufficient- 
ly to let the economic law operate 
without resulting in less than a 
living wage. In other words he 
believed in technological unem- 
ployment and _ thought shorter 
working hours the answer.

Atanas Seek To Save Clar- 
ence Norris From Elec- 
tric Chair.

Mrs. Price, whose testimony is 
the bulwark of the prosecution, as

BEGAN AT AGE OF 22 


Became Congressman at 30 
and Governor. and 
Senator at 40. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., July 14. 
(P)—Sudden death of Joseph Tay- 
lor Robinson shocked today his 
native Arkansas where he became 
a sort of institution—a revered 
tradition. 

Contemporaries in the little com- 
munity of Lonoke, 24 miles east 
of Little Rock, where he was born 
and reared, recall the stripling 
lawyer, just of age, who moved 
juries in courtroom debate in the 
same way he was to sway the sen- 
ate and shape the country’s and 
the Democratic party’s destinies 
40 years later. 

Eventually, his powerful voice 
was heard outside the commun- 
ity, and the rise that followed 
was literally meteoric. He became 
a state legislator at 22, a con- 
gressman at 30, governor and sen- 
ator at 40, Democratic vice presi- 
dential nominee at 56. 

“He was one of the brightest 
boys I ever saw when he came 
into my office to read law,” the 
late Judge T. C. Trimble, of 
Lonoke, his first professional as- 
sociate, once commented. “He was 
‘ambitious and determined, and 
nothing could keep him from be- 
ing successful. I think he was a 
natural born politician.” 

Was Arkansas’ Idol. 

More than two score years in 
the political arena gave Robin- 
son a unique place in Arkansas 
public affairs. Necessarily absent 
from the state most of the time, 
he still dominated the scene back 
‘home through sheer power of pres- 
| tige. 

_ Before his role in national af- 


fairs earned him the -descriptive | 


'of “statesman,” he ceased in the 
'minds of many, to be simply an 
'office-holder and became a sort 
|'of an idol to Arkansas. 

| Reserve and dignity became his 
‘forte, and they sat well on his 
massive frame and broad, square 
face. Frequently a lion in the 
‘senate, he was among his con- 
stituents consistently quiet, gra- 
cious, thoughtful in speech and 
gesture. In a crowd, cane in hand, 
ihe moved slowly and with dignity, 
nodding to acquaintances, smiling 
a reserve smile. 

Known as ‘Joe T.’ 

Admittedly among many,. the 
feeling was that to vote against 
“Joe T.” was to deny Arkansas 
state pride, than which there is 
none keener anywhere. 

When he ran for his fifth senate 
term last year, Robinson did not 
even bother to make a formal 
campaign, although four candi- 
dates announced against him in 
the primary and two stayed on the 
ballot. When the ballots were 
counted, the senior senator from 
Arkansas had better than a 100,- 
000-vote majority over the com- 
bined opposition. 

His beginnings were as humble 
'as those of most Arkansas farm 
| boys. He was the youngest of nine 
|children of Dr. James Robinson, 
'who. migrated to Arkansas from 
New York, and of Matilda J. 
Swaim Robinson, native of Ten- 
nessee. 

After local schooling, young Joe 
taught school and sent himself to 
the University of Arkansas and 
later to the University of Virginia 
law school. He studied summers 
with Judge Trimble and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1895. He went 
ito the state legislature the same 
| year. 


Married 1896. 

| He was married on December 
15, 1896, to Miss Ewilda Gertrude 
'Miller, of Lonoke, who became— 
/according to her mother, Mrs. Jesse 
| Miller—‘‘as good a politician as 
| Joe.” 

When Robinson came back home 
'in 1928 to receive formal notifi- 
'eation of his nomination for the 
‘vice presidency, the state-wide 
‘demonstrations which apparently 
placed him on a permanent pedes- 
tal in this state were admittedly 
in honor of both. 

Unremitting drive, tireless ener- 
gy, a genius for dominating con- 
ference rooms were the _ instru- 
ments with which Robinson carved 
out his place. There was neither 
fumbling nor faltering in the 
steady ‘climb from Lonoke lawyer 
to top-flight ranking in United 
States politics. Except for his un- 
successful campaign with Al Smith 
in ’°28, he never suffered a defeat 
at the polls. 

Held Major Offices. 

Robinson held the distinction of 
having served as congressman, 
governor of Arkansas and United 
States senator all within a space of 
14 days. He resigned his congress 
seat January 14, 1913, to take the 
oath of governor. Then death va- 
cated one of the Arkansas senate 
seats and the legislature promptly 
sent the newly sworn chief execu- 
tive back to Washington, this time

DIETETICS IS STILL A GOOD 
LINE. 


At the dawn of the twentieth 
century the practice of dietetics 
consisted of tearing off printed 
lists of foods the patient could or 
could not eat, and it was a very 
good line, provided one took pains 
to have one’s lists revamped at 
least once a month, so as to give 
one’s patients the advantage of the 
latest advances in science, as well 
as a pleasing variety of comesti- 
bles. Each revision gave the 
chronics something to talk about 
at the eucher party or the sewing 
circle, something less blessed dys- 
peptics had not yet learned. Con- 
sequently the less blessed ones 
quietly resolved to visit the doctor 
and brush up a bit so they should 
not be so dumb next time any one 


until an eminent specialist made a 
tactical error, 
certain dowager a light lunch be- 
fore retiring to prevent insomnia 
and a month later, without refer- 
ring to the record, forbidding her 
to take any food later than 7 p. m, 
When the lady protested the doc- 
tor explained that medicine was 
making rapid strides, and the hey- 
day of quack dietetics was prac- 
tically over, so far as regular med- 
icine was concerned. Such a con- 
tretemps could not cramp the 
style of the near-doctors and 
queer-doctors, however. These in- 
genious charlatans exploit dietetic 
fads in bewildering succession, 
first the idea that starchy foods 
are indigestible, then the unphysi- 
ological notion that “wrong com- 


‘recently the “acidosis” bugaboo. 
|Customers, brought up in polite 
innocence of human physiology, 
assume that regular or “ordinary” 
doctors just do not understand 
about these things. 


An outstanding impression one 
draws from the modern standard 
works on food in relation to health 
and illness, the practice of dietet- 
ics or dietotherapy, is that most 
people consume too much refined 


food, not enough natural :food. 


One author, writing on food al- 
lergy, asthma and Kay fever ob- 
serves that first-born children in 
all families and the youngest chil- 
dren in large families are most 
likely to have allergic troubles 
(hypersensitivity to this or that 
food.) This author (Dr. S. M. 
Feinberg) suggests that first-born 
children and youngest © children, 
whose older brothers and sisters 
spoil them, receive special care and 
are frequently overfed. Overfeed- 
ing in infancy and childhood, he 
thinks, is accountable for allergic 
manifestations. (Jour. Allergy, 
8:280, March, 1937.) 


Later we shall comment on the 
striking fact that calcium shortage 
is a common fault of the American 
urban dietary, that this is due 
mainly to the excessive refinement 
of food in this country, and that 
food allergy, which seems to be 
steadily increasing in frequency, is 
intimately associated with, if not 
caused by, deficiency in calcium 
metabolism or utilization in. the 
body, whether this depends on an 
actual shortage of calcium in the 
intake or upon some constitutional 
incapacity to assimilate calcium. 
We know, for instance, that func- 
tional impairment of the parathy- 
roid gland usually manifests itself 
by a deficiency in calcium metab- 
olism. We know, too, that inade- 
quate intake of vitamin D, or in- 
sufficient exposure of naked skin 
to sunlight, or both, account for a 
deficiency in calcium assimilation 


or utilization in the body.

months of the season.

568,169 bales, compared with 558,- 
626 during May this year, and 
468,198 during June last year.

CHAPEL HILL, N. C., July 14, 
(P)—James Roosevelt said tonight 
court decisions of the past were 
among the causes for present la- 
bor difficulties in the United 
States.

“cannot be intelligently appraised 
except against a background of 
conscious exclusion of government 
from the field of labor relations, 
successfully carried out over the 
last 30 years with the help of the 
courts by those representing the 
philosophy that government should 
not interfere with matters of 
business.” 

In 1908 and 1914, he said, the 
United States supreme court hand- 
‘ed down decisions holding that 
neither congress nor a state leg- 
islature could’ constitutionally 
legislate protection for employes’ 
contract rights, and in 1936, a 
ruling requiring labor courts to 
issue injunctions against unions 
soliciting members from workers 
who had been forced’ to sign so- 
called “yellow dog” contracts to 
‘get their jobs.

Jobs Harder To Find. 

She said one of the reasons for 
creation of a special WPA depart- 
ment to plan and supervise wom-

‘more difficult to provide jobs for, 


unskilled women than for unskiNed 
men.” 

She outlined the highlights of 
the program for women, which in- 
‘cludes: Teaching adult classes, 
‘nursery school operation, prep-

‘community center direction, com- 
mercial secretary work, library 
workers, home-making courses 
and artistic activities. 

Three major objectives of the 
program she listed as, providing 
useful employment which would 
bring immediate financial assist- 
‘ance: preserving and utilizing the 
skill of the trained workers who 
had lost their positions and offer- 
ing opportunities to the untrained 
to earn and learn.

“Is is generally conceded,” the 


director said, “that the emergency 
phase of the work program is pass- 
ing and that we are now moving 
into what might be termed the 
‘reconstruction phase.’ ”
